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Arts centre future at stake 


THE future of Bridport Arts Centre hangs in 
the balance as survival of the venue is 
dependent on approval of proposed plans to 
alter and re-design the layout of the building. 

Plans to move the cafe area, upgrade the bar and re¬ 
vamp the theatre have been submitted to West Dorset 
District Council in a bid for the centre to cut costs and 
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generate more income, while also improving the facility 
for the community. 

The team also want to move and enhance the box office 
to cater for those in wheelchairs or with hearing difficul¬ 
ties. It is proposed that it will be situated under the stairs 
in the foyer. 

It has been revealed that the arts centre has been losing 
“significant amounts” of money for a number of years, 
amounting to around £100,000. 

Laura Cockett, director at Bridport Arts Centre, said: 
“Some analysis of the finances of the arts centre revealed 
that the organisation wasn’t suitable any longer and, in 
fact, had been losing money, significant amounts of 
money, each year for three out of the previous four finan¬ 
cial years, totalling about £100,000. 

“That occurred as a combination of disinvestment from 
our public funders, rising costs and overheads. 

“One of the things that we identified was that there are 
a number of issues with our very beautiful, but slightly 
awkwardly shaped building.” 

One of the challenges in the centre is where the cafe is 
situated, at the back of the centre, and it is hoped to bring 
it closer to the bar area in the foyer to encourage people 
to enjoy and stay at the centre for longer for a drink. 

It was also highlighted that the arts centre doesn’t own 
much of its own theatre equipment and it is all hired in 
at a considerable annual cost. 

Bringing down costs 

The team are also looking to bring down its utility bills 
and are looking at having solar panels installed on the 
roof which will generate most of the electricity with the 
rest diverting to providing hot water as well. They also 
want to make repairs to some of the old windows to help 
retain energy. 
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Plans also include balcony repairs to the floor, chairs 
and the technical box to be refitted with new equipment, 
a new carpet, new lighting, new sound and repairs to the 
stage walls. 

It is also hoped to get better equipment on stage and to 
undertake some general re-decoration and improvements 
to the dressing rooms as well. 

Ms Cockett added: “The plans are still being consid¬ 
ered. We hope that they will be approved at the end of 
the month, but that is a process that is ongoing. 

“We are really hopeful that we will get approval be¬ 
cause the arts centre’s survival in the long term is contin¬ 
gent on being able to carry out this development. 

“We really need to do this so that we can cut costs, and 
the most important bit is that we can give the people of 
Dorset a 21st century cultural experience because we are 
in a 1830s building that last had anything done to it in 
the 1970s. 

“The building in its current state is not fit for purpose 
and what we want to do is create an arts centre that actu¬ 
ally is something the people of Bridport and West Dorset 
can be really proud of and excited by and that can provide 
the high quality cultural experience that we feel the com¬ 
munity deserves. 

“If we cannot provide the right equipment and the right 
experiences, we won’t be able to attract the best artists 
because they won’t want to come here, so that’s really 
important to us.” 

The team were successful in a bid for funding and were 
awarded a grant of £344,200 for the work from the Arts 
Council earlier this year, but a condition of the invest¬ 
ment is that match funding of £230,000 is needed.

Changes would be 'less democratic' 


■ VOTE Common Sense is a group set 
up by locaf electors who believe that 
Public First is wasting the precious re¬ 
sources of the council by calling a ref¬ 
erendum on its proposal to replace 
West Dorset District Council’s system 
of governance from the present ‘cabi¬ 
net system’ by a ‘committee system’. 

In addition, Common Sense believes 
that the proposed new system would in 
fact be less democratic than the exist¬ 
ing system. 

At the present time all council busi¬ 
ness is conducted by eighr committees 
on which all opposition councilors are 
represented pro rata to their represen¬ 
tation on the full council. 

Important matters are then referred 
for a decision to the full council made 
up of all elected councilors. 

The ‘executive’ or ‘cabinet’, com¬ 
posed of councilors of the majority 
party, exists to provide strategic advice 
to the council and to ensure that the 
programme on which the democrati¬ 


cally elected majority was elected is 
implemented. This committee holds its 
meetings in public and its minutes are 
published. 

The present system is in many ways 
similar to the Westminster model. 

Public First proposes to replace the 
‘cabinet committee’ by a ‘strategy 
committee’ on which all parties would 
be represented. 

The effect would be to hinder the im¬ 
plementation of the programme on 
which the majority was elected, make 
the council less efficient and merely 
duplicate the scrutiny of council busi¬ 
ness which is already carried out very 
effectively by existing committees and 
the full council. 

Worst of all, it would inevitably drive 
the majority party to set up an unoffi¬ 
cial cabinet to transact as much busi¬ 
ness as possible in private prior to the 
public meetings of the committee, thus 
weakening the council’s openness and 
accountability! 


At a time when the council’s budget 
is under extreme pressure the referen¬ 
dum will deplete its resources by 
£95,000. The proposed change’s im¬ 
plementation would cost yet more 
thousands of pounds and its operation 
would also generate extra costs. 

In addition, it is likely that West 
Dorset District Council will be ab¬ 
sorbed into a county wide unitary au¬ 
thority in 2018 making the change 
completely pointless and a total waste 
of the council’s resources which would 
be better spent on services to the com¬ 
munity. 

Supporters of Vote Common Sense 
manned street stalls in Bridport, 
Dorchester and Sherborne last Satur¬ 
day to urge the voters of West Dorset 
to reject Public First’s antidemocratic 
and costly proposal and met with a 
very encouraging response!

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Advocates of the status quo will 'hide their political lights' 


■ THE key point in Ian Gosling's long letter (last week's 
View Letters) seeking to persuade us to vote'no'in the 
forthcoming referendum on the form of governance at 
West Dorset District Council appears to be that, as all 
councillors can attend and vote at full council meetings 
where'important decisions are taken' the present sys¬ 
tem is fully democratic and satisfactory, despite the 
fact that the executive committee (unlike other com¬ 
mittees) is entirely composed of members of the ma¬ 
jority, controlling party. 

As Mr Gosling writes, the fact that the majority party 
is also able to control full council decisions is not inher¬ 
ently undemocratic, and would not be changed by the 
proposed adoption of the committee instead of the 
cabinet system. 

He argues that there is therefore no reason to change 
from the cabinet system. He could equally argue that 
there is no reason either, on those grounds, to oppose 
that change proposed by Public First. 

His particular reason to oppose the change is 'that 
the only practical result of the Public First proposal 
would be to add an extra committee to the present sys¬ 
tem'and that would lead to'extra running costs [of] 
several tens of thousands of pounds per annum'. 

Yet neither his letter nor the WDDC web page on the 
proposed change identifies how or why an increase in 
the number of committees would result. Perhaps that 
is why the'extra running costs'are so vague. 

Mr Gosling's second reason to oppose the change is 
that, once'the cabinet [i.e. the present executive] com¬ 
mittee would be rebranded the strategy committee, 
and its composition changed to reflect the composi¬ 
tion of the full council, the leading members of the ma¬ 
jority party would in practice continue to meet 
together but in private, and no longer in public, in an 
unofficial cabinet to determine their conduct in the 
subsequent strategy committee.' 

Thus, according to Mr Gosling, the change would 
'paradoxically... render decision making more opaque 
and undemocratic'. 

Such a prediction sits ill with Mr Gosling's having 
been 'impressed by the quality and constructive man¬ 
ner in which our councillors, of all political persuasions, 
conducted themselves in committee and full council 
meetings'and it is in any case difficult to see why the 
majority party, when it still retained effective control 
of the new executive committee as well as full council, 
would find any need that it did not experience before 
for closed and secretive deliberations. 

The issue of the proposed change in WDDC gover¬ 
nance surely turns on the detail and practice of the 
ways in which the present and proposed systems affect 
the bringing forward, the discussion and the making 
of executive decisions. 

About that Mr Gosling is as uninformative as he 
claims to have found Public First. In fact, if one looks at 


the Public First website, one will find a good deal more 
information, albeit, as one would expect, partisan in 
their cause. 

Public First is perhaps more accurate, as well as more 
informative than Mr Gosling, who states in his letter, 
not only that 'important decisions are ... taken at full 
council meetings', but that'the executive or'cabinet' 
committee, which is composed solely of councillors 
belonging to the majority party, exists to provide 
strategic guidance to the council and to ensure that 
the programme on which the majority party was 
elected is implemented'. 

WDDC's own description of the role of the exclusively 
majority-party executive committee is rather different 
from Mr Gosling's. It begins with the statement: The 
committee is responsible for most day to day decisions 
made by the council.' 

Then it continues: 'It oversees the formulation of new 
policies and strategies and considers reports and rec¬ 
ommendations from the Efficiency Scrutiny Commit¬ 
tee and Policy Scrutiny Committee.' 

This is where Mr Gosling's idea that the present sys¬ 
tem at WDDC 'is totally democratic and in many ways 
mirrors the Westminster system of central government' 
begins to fall apart. 

It may be that when a Tony Blair government enabled 
the new cabinet system of local government it felt 
something similar would be desirable, from its point of 
view, in all spheres of government, but, for Mr Gosling's 
claimed parallel to be actually true, the Westminster 
cabinet would have to be reconstituted, still with ex¬ 
clusively majority-party membership, as a committee 
of parliament with direct powers to govern that it does 
not presently enjoy. 

That might not be seen as very'democratic'. However, 
the whole comparison is a misleading diversion from 
consideration of the merits of the two local systems be¬ 
cause a local council is essentially an administrative 
and executive authority not a legislature: unlike West¬ 
minster, Dorchester, although it takes decisions that af¬ 
fect our lives, passes no legislation. 

I am left wondering whether Mr Gosling's advice on 
the referendum, although he appears to present him¬ 
self as a politically impartial observer previously inno¬ 
cent of the ways of the council, is not as much 
determined by his own political sympathies and alle¬ 
giances as he accuses Public First's campaign of being, 
especially if your correspondent is the Ian Gosling of 
Trinity Street, Dorchester who stood unsuccessfully as 
a Conservative Party candidate for election to the 
Dorchester North ward of WDDC in 2015. 

Perhaps, when the recent former chairman of WDDC 
has written to the local press as no more than 'a private 
citizen and ratepayer'to dissuade people from partici¬ 
pating in the referendum, we must expect advocates 
and past or would-be beneficiaries of the status quo to 
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approach us hiding their political lights under bushels 
as they so strenuously oppose a change that they char¬ 
acterise as'pointless'. 

I should add that I have no connection with either 


WDDC or Public First, although I did sign the latter's pe¬ 
tition.

■ THE letter from Kelvin Clayton 
of the Green Party (last week's 
View Letters) regarding the EU ref¬ 
erendum would seem to indicate 
that the UK as a single entity is a 
complete basket case.

Look on the internet and you will 
see that Spanish under 25s unem¬ 
ployment rate is 45.3 per cent, 
Greece 48.9 per cent, Italy 38.9 per 
cent, Portugal 30 per cent, Bel¬ 
gium and France 25 per cent. 

Compare the unemployment rate 
for under 25 s in Iceland a none EU 
member but member of the EEC at 
seven per cent, yes seven per cent 
which is on a par with Germany 
but never the less, better than the 
UK at 14 per cent. 

I’m not going to say there will be 
no risks in leaving the EU, there is 


bound to be a transitional period 
with some instability but there will 
be risks in staying in. 

Regarding immigration, we will 
always need trained people and ex¬ 
perts in their field to come to this 
country but it should be controlled 
and the only way to do that is to 
stand away from the EU and im¬ 
plement our own immigration 
rules. 

To just mention one industry that 
would benefit from our withdraw 
from the EU, the fishing industry 
is one that as suffered ever since 
we joined.

Local paralympian will open 
West Bay play area extension 


A LOCAL paralympian will have the 
honour of opening the new West Bay 
play area later this year. 

Athlete Paul Blake, based in Dorch¬ 
ester, has been invited to officially open 
the extension on July 7th, which in¬ 
cludes play equipment for the disabled. 


In the 2012 Paralympics, Mr Blake 
won silver on the 400m athletics track 
and a bronze medal in the 800m. 

He is also the current world record 
holder for the 800m and in 2015 he cap¬ 
tained the Great Britain team for the In¬ 
ternational Paralympic Committee 


World Championships where he again 
confirmed his world dominance in the 
800m - and picked up another 400m sil¬ 
ver medal. 

Cllr Kelvin Clayton, steering group 
member for the play area, said: “As the 
Paralympics has grown from a small 
meeting of war veterans to one of the 
largest international sporting events, 
giving the opportunity for disabled ath¬ 
letes to compete on the world stage in 
the same way as their able bodied col¬ 
leagues, this seemed an apt choice.” 

Work on the play area site is making 
good progress and the existing play area 
will double in size, providing opportu¬ 
nities for those with a disability to enjoy 
facilities side by side with the able-bod¬ 
ied. 

The project, run jointly between Brid- 
port Town Council and Bridport Young 
Persons Action Trust (BYPAT), re¬ 
ceived a £10,000 grant from the 
Olympic Legacy Fund to help with 
costs. 

Arthur Woodgate, of BYPAT, said: “I 
have been asked how we will prevent 
people who are not disabled from using 
equipment being introduced for those 
who are and the simple answer is we 
won’t. 

“The whole idea behind this initiative 
is to bring people together, not segregate 
them. 

“We believe that this will help nourish 
greater understanding and awareness 
and - this is really important - be a load 
of fun.”

Subsequently forgiven by the 
BBC, he has presented pro¬ 
grammes on all seven of the 
corporation's national radio 
networks, and won two Sony 
Radio Academy awards for his 
warm and accessible broad¬ 
casting style. And after a twenty 
year recording hiatus, his 2015 
comeback LP Only The Now 
was awarded 4/5 stars in Mojo, 
8/10 in Uncut and made a 6 
Music Album Of The Day.

SQUEEZING into the intimate space of 
the Bridport Arts Centre Jazz Cafe on Fri¬ 
day, May 13th will be the Bristol Euro¬ 
pean Jazz Ensemble, a visceral and 
grooving contemporary jazz quintet 
made up of the finest players based in 
Europe's recent Green Capital, Bristol. 
They include lyrical French alto sax 
player Julien Alenda, much-in-demand 
Italian bassist Pasquale Votino ,Tony 
Williams-esque Italian drummer Paolo 
Adamo and international German gui¬ 
tarist Knud Stuwe. They band is led by 
Swiss/English trumpeter and composer 
David Mowat who draws from Miles 
Davis, the Far and the Middle East and 
many stops in between for his 'excep¬ 
tional tunes' (MU magazine). 

Since their formation in 2013 BEJE 
have played across the UK, including 
Birmingham Symphony Hall Jazzlines 
and a collaboration with Dutch jazz 
singer Anne Chris who met David at Eu¬ 
rope's premier jazz event, JazzAhead in 
Bremen, Germany in 2015. 'The energy 
of the collective, the fluency of the play¬ 
ers are all immediately evident' says in¬ 
fluential jazz blogger Mike Collins. 

David Mowat composer, band leader, 
trumpeter, part Swiss and part English, 
played in street bands in the 1980s 
when esteemd trombonist and band 
leader Gail Thompson gave him some 
early gigs. In Bristol from 1989 he played 
in Keith Tippett's Seedbed Orchestra, 
local bands (including Kevin Figes) and 
then set up The Timshel Quintet with 
singer Sammy Hurden, saxophonist Har¬ 
rison Smith and drummer Brian Abra¬ 
hams before going to Nepal for 
international development work. Re¬ 
turning in 1999 he co-founded the East 
Bristol Jazz Club, gigged in Europe with 
the Bollywood Brass Band, wrote and 
produced a community musical 'King 
Cotton'(featuring harpist Johnny Mars 
and trombonist Dennis Rollins), collab¬ 
orating with Alphonse Touna (of world 
music band Helele) in what Venue mag¬ 
azine called a'text book example of how 
to combine schools with professional 
musicians'. A founder member of The 
Klezmernauts in the 1990s he's devel¬ 
oped klezmer in the 'Chai For Two' En¬ 
semble with Knud Stuwe. 

Pasquale Votino recently arrived in 
Bristol from Italy where he obtained a 


classic diploma in double bass at Con- 
servatorio Nicola Sala in Benevento. His 
maestro was Rino Zurzolo and he took 
workshops with jazz greats Jerry 
Bergonzi, Buster Williams, Benny Golson 
and Enrico Pierannuzzi. His edgy swing¬ 
ing and committed playing was honed 
from four years playing every night on 
ocean liners, making him the hottest 
bass player in town, often seen with 
James Morton and Andy Sheppard. 

Julien Alenda was born in Normandy, 
France in 1985. He started learning clar¬ 
inet at 8, but soon moved to alto saxo¬ 
phone and started to play jazz in local 
clubs. After graduating from the conser¬ 
vatoire in Toulouse in 2008, he spent 
one year in San Diego, US where he had 
the great opportunity to study with alto 
sax master Charles McPherson. 

In 2009, he played and 
recorded original songs in 
Brazil with local musicians. His 
travel experience continued 
the following year, aboard a 
cruise ship where he played in 
the jazz band, before moving 
to Bristol in 2012. His playing is 
influenced by his love for Can¬ 
nonball Adderley, Kenny Gar¬ 
rett and Dexter Gordon among 
others. 

Paolo Adamo was born in 
Gubbio (Umbria, Italy) in 1992. 

He received his first drum kit 
aged five and quickly learned 
the grooves of drummer Phil 
Collins. He has been playing 
professionally since he was 
fourteen all around the coun¬ 
try, and playing in festivals in 
Europe, taking part in the 
Mouscron 'Jazz Puzzle' in Bel¬ 
gium for six consecutive years. 

He reckons his style is more in¬ 
fluenced now by Frank Zappa's 
drummer Vinnie Colaiuta and 
Mark Guiliana (drummer on 
David Bowie's final album). His 
BEJE band mates hear Tony 
Williams in his playing. In Bris¬ 
tol since 2012 he's been busy 
in several other bands includ¬ 
ing Mankala, Arketta, and the 
Jazz Mates. 

Knud Stuwe, guitarist and 
composer, is from Hamburg 


and has an MAin Music for Film, TVand 
Theatre. For over ten years part of the 
successful duo'Chai For Two'with David, 
Knud is much in demand as a versatile 
guitarist with singers, African musicians 
(Baraka band), theatre (Instant Wit) and 
is currently working with librettist Karen 
Hayes on a chamber opera. He studied 
jazz guitar with Mike Walker in Man¬ 
chester and is particularly fond ofThelo- 
nious Monk. His latest band, 'Mr 
Dowland's Midnight' includes Simon 
Leach on oud, and saxophonist Jake Mc- 
Murchie.

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Alternative fuel vehicle values grow 
in latest Auto Trader Retail Price Index 


ALTERNATIVE fuel vehicles (AFVs), which includes hy¬ 
brid and pure electric cars, have increased in value by 
an average of £1,502 year-on-year, a seven percent in¬ 
crease over the same quarter in 2015. 

What's more, the gap over conventionally powered 
wheels continues to grow, especially over diesel, where 
values for average used cars continue to decline year- 
on-year. There are differences, however, in the different 
types of alternative fuel vehicles. Pure electric vehicles 
increased by £750 year-on-year, while average hybrid 
values went up by an even more muscular £1,683. 

Alternative fuel vehicles continue to find favour with 
consumers. In 2015 new AFVs registrations continued a 
remarkable growth of over 40% year-on-year to secure 
a new car market share of nearly three percent. Plug-in 
hybrids and electric cars seem to be the big drivers of 
this growth with plug-ins doubling in volume, and pure 
electric new car registrations growing by 50%. 

With such strong growth in the new car market, it 
could indicate a knock-on effect on the used market 
with more consumers seeking out used AFVs. Certainly 
in March 2016 Auto Trader recorded a very significant 
27% jump in the number of online advert views for AFVs 
compared to March 2015, and while there is a growing 
number of them entering the second-hand market 
(market share for used AFVs has increased from 0.92% 
to 1.18% year-on-year) it could be that supply is simply 
not keeping up with demand. 

Karolina Edwards-Smajda, Auto Trader Retailer & Con-

sumer Products Director said: "While we are seeing 
more used alternative fueled vehicles turning up on 
dealers'forecourts, the increase in ad views points to 
more consumers than ever looking to buy. Used AFV 
values are rising significantly with a four-digit increase 
as buyers are drawn in by low fuel running costs, current 
road tax rates that mean AFVs are often free to tax and, 
for some, exemption from the London Congestion 
Charge. While both electric and hybrid are growing in 
value, it's the hybrid of electric and conventional power 
that are proving particularly popular with used car buy¬ 
ers. This choice offers the greatest flexibility for a con¬ 
sumer unlike pure electric where the more limited 
range isn't suitable for all car buyers." 

It isn't just the likes of hybrid vehicles that have 
recorded an increase in values though, average values 
for used petrol cars have also risen year-on-year by £790 
(8.3%). The loser in the second-hand market continues 
to be diesel, with these cars being worth less on average 
than a comparable petrol car. It's a decline that began 
eight months ago and shows no signs of changing. 

The average value of a diesel car dropped by £138 (- 
1.3%) and represents the eighth month diesel's average 
used car values are less than a petrol's. Diesel's used car 
market share increased to 47.91% from 46.94%, while 
petrol's market share dropped from 52.13 to 50.91%. 

The volume of diesel cars in the used market place 
continues to grows as ex-fleet stock enters the market¬ 
place. There are currently over 361,000 used models ad¬ 
vertised on Auto Trader at any time compared to nearly 
337,000 in the same quarter 2015. 

Karolina Edwards-Smajda, said: "Diesel vehicle used 
values continue to decline as supply increases and we 
are expecting to see equal market share between petrol 
and diesel come August 2016. With the number of used 
petrol vehicles on the UK's forecourts declining, average 
used values are increasing albeit by a small margin. The 
drop in fuel costs may be exacerbating the trends in 
both petrol and diesel average used values, as con¬ 
sumers are less concerned about reducing costs at the 
fuel pump as well as petrol engines in newer cars prov¬ 
ing they can compete with diesel for fuel efficiency."
